They would drive a Chicago 
girl mad with envy. General Mahone 
is evidently rather proud of his feat. 
They are encased in small calf skin 
shoes, With low' quarters. He wears 
cardinal red stockings, and when he 
sits and talks with yon one foot goes to 
the other knee, and the leg of the panta- 
loons being drawn up by this opera- 
tion you get a good idea of that upon 
•which he stands. He is a ready talker 
and, has the Southern accent pretty 
strongly marked. His voice is weak, 
thai organ being comparatively as 
small as his feet, but is rather musical.

Hollars under the act'of February ^8,! 
1878, has been $72,84.7,750. Of Uus 
•mount $47,688,106 are in the Treas- 
ury and in the mints, and $25,359,644, 
being more than 34 2-3 per cent, of the 
coinage, areinoircnlaticm. ThVamdont 
in circulation November 1, 1878, waa 
$4,922,623, or 26 9-10 per cent, of 
$18,282,500 coined. At the lame date 
in 1879 the amount in circulation was 
$13,002,842, or 28 3-4 per cent, of $45,- 
206,200 coined. Of the total amount 
coined to date $47,602,932, or more 
than 65 per cent, haa been paid ont 
from the Treasury offices and nflnta. 
Of the amount paid ont nearly 47 per 
cent, or $22,343,288, haa been returned 
to the Treasury in payment of dues on 
account of silver certificates. While 
the amount distributed is only about 
one-third of the- amount coined there 
were placed permanently in circulation 
during the first seven full months of 
coinage 4,731,684 standard dollars, or 
$675,955 ending October 31, 1879, there 
were absorbed into the circulation of 
the country 8,080,219 standard silver 
dollars, or $673,351 per month. Dur- 
ing the twelve months just ended 12,-

Friday evening of the Columbia and 
Pnget Sound BaUroad Company, with a 
capital stock of $750,000, divided into 
7,500 shares of $100 each. The jaoor-l 
pprations are: A. A. Denny, Bailey 
Gatzeri, N. Bomaine, 3. V. Dotphe and 
T. F. Oakos. The object of the incor- 
poration is to build and equip a railroad 
and telegraph line from the city of 
Seattle on Pnget Sound through the 
Bhoqnaimie Pass to the city of Walla 
Walla; also, to build a branch line from 
(he Benton coal mines to what is known 
as the Cendar river mine, seven miles 
distant; also, a branch to Carbon river 
mine, Pierce county.

The Pension Office. 


Mr. J. A. Bently, Commissioner of 


Pensions, has completed his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of the Interior. It 
shows that on the 30th of June last there 
were 250,802 persons receiving pensions- 
from the government, the list being 
composed of army and navy invalids,, 
widows, minor children, &c,, surviving 
soldiers and sailors of the war of 1812, 
and widows from that war. Eight 
tfcotuand and forty-seven names have 
,b»en added to the list sinca last year. 
During the year 19,545 new pensions 
were allowed and 1,377 pensioners pre- 
viously dropped restored; 12,875 ware 
dropped. The annual pensions average 
$103 34, an aggregate for all of $25,- 
917,906 60. 
Exclusive of the arrears 


the payment for the year amounted to 
$37,046,185 89 of which $12,468,101 20 
was accrued pension in the new cases. 
The payments of arrears commenced in 
May, 1870. There was paid in May and 
June of that year $3,933,386 63, and 
$19,980,808 23 during the last fiscal 
year. The total amount paid ont for 
pensions during the year was $57,026,- 
994 12. 


Commissioner Bentley estimates that 


it will requlrb upward of $50,000,000 to 
pay the pensions for the current year.

A dispatch from the e/y c! Mexico an- 


nouncfts that the representative of the 
Pacific Mnl Steamship Company has 
made a contract with the Mexican gov- 
ernment whereby steamers of the direct 
line between San Francisco and Panama 
will touch twice each month at Mazat- 
lan, Manzanillo and Aeapulco, and once 
each month at San Bias.

The Saturn's Finances. 


The annual report of United States 


Treasurer Gilfillan, showing the tran- 
sactions of bis office and the condition 
of the public business therein daring 
the fiscal year 1880, has been submitted 
to Secretary Sherman. From the tables 
in the appendix it appears that the re- 
ceipts of the government compare very 
favorably with those of the previous 
fiscal year, aad show an increase from 
customs, internal revenue and sales of 
public lands of $59,811,505 78, and a 
decrease in those from miscellaneous 
sources of only $112,079 26. The ex- 
penditures of $61)5,074 25 in the aggre- 
gate, as compared with the previous 
fiscal, year, caused by an increase of 
$22,395,040 06 in the payment? on ac- 
count of the Interior Department; but 
show a decrease of $21,699,965 81 in 
the expenditures for interest and prem- 
ium on the public debt, on civil and 
miscellaneous accounts and for the War 
and Navy department 4.

A Fortunate State. 


The debt of Illinois amounts to $257,-
